SHERIDAN CLUB DISOWNS 
CHILD LABOR STATUTE. 


Steward Arrested on Charge of Employ- 
ing Boy Under Age in Bowling Alley 
Will Plead Exemption,

The question of whether social clubs are 
amenable to the laws forbidding the employ- 
ment of children under 14 years oid in any 
labor, or of employing persons under 16 years 
of age in work that is dangerous to life, limb, 
or morals, will come up in Justice Wolff's 
court tomorrow. J. H. Hubbard, steward of 
the Sheridan club, will be given a hearing on 
a charge of employing boys under 16 in the 
bowling alleys of the club. The charge was 
brought against Mr. Hubbard by Edgar T. 
Davies, Assistant State Factory Inspector. 
We shall be prepared to show that social 

clubs are not exempt,“ said Mr. Davies. “A 
number of other clubs in which boys are em- 
ployed in the bowling alleys are on our list, 
but no warrants will be taken out until after 
the case against Hubbard has been heard and 
a ruling made.“ 

In addition to a general defense that the 
club was not knowingly violating the law, 
even if it is amenable to it, the defendant 
will.set up the claim, it is said, that the 
law does not apply to clubs of the class to 
which the Sheridan club belongs. It is 
charged by the factory inspector that the 
work of setting up pins in a bowling alley 
is hazardous to life and limb,“ and that 
the employment of young boys in bowling 
alleys in general is hazardous also to the 
morality of the youngsters. 

“ Boys need all their activities to keep out 
of danger in the alleys,” said he. When 
they have been at work for several hours 
it is impossible for them to be at their best, 
and in their weariness they are in grave 
danger of injury. Many proprietors of alleys 

do mot seem to know that they are violating 

the law when they employ boys at night 
and after school hours. The law makes no 
distinction as to time.“ 

Criminal prosecutions have also been com- 
menced in Justice Severson's court, Mr. 
Davies says, against several persons charged 
with employing children under 14 years of 
age. Among the number is the Meyercord 
company of Austin, charged with having 
employed Margaret Schroeder, a girl under 
14 years, in its factory. Henry J! Briede, 337 
Franklin street, also charged with the 
employment of three girls under age. They

Not a great deal of blame is attached to 
Mr. Briede by Inspector Davies, as the 
chil@ren each had an affidavit atteating that 
its age as over 14.

He 
will make an investigation of church and 
school records of their ages. Evidence has 
been prepared in a number of cases against 
parents who are charged with making false 
affidavits as to the ages of children, and 
this will be taken before the grand jury. |

Albany, N. T., June 4,—[6pecial.)~New 
York, through Justice Chester of the Su- 
preme Court, today enjoined the Chicago 
meat packers from carrying on their busi- 
ness in this State in violation of the Don- 
nelly anti-trust law. The injunction was 
served upon the representatives of the con- 
cerns in this city and Troy today, and will 
be served on others throughout the State as 
quickly as they can be reached. It was ob- 
tained upon the affidavit of D. W. Meredith, 
a former manager of Swift & Co. 
The injunction is directed against Armour 
& Co., Swift & Co., Cudahy Packing com- 
pany, the Hammond company, Schwarz- 
schild & Sulzberger company, domestic and 
foreign corporations, and against Nelson 
Morris, Edward Morris, and Ira N. Morris, 
co-partners, carrying on business as Nelson 
Morris & Co, Their managers and all per- 
sons acting for them are restrained and en- 
joined from fixigg and determining by com- 
bining together, the prices to be charged for 
meat and from agreeing among themselves 
as to the supply of meat to be brought into 
this State by them, and from acting upon any 
understanding tending to diminish such sup- 
ly, and from fixing or maintaining prices 
of their and each others’ products, by agree- 
ment. They are also enjoined from acting 
under any agreement whereby the. price of 
labor shall be affected or competition therein 
affected, and also from maintaining uniform 
rules for credit to dealers or fixing uniform 
prices for cartage. 
Attorney General Davies asked that the in- 
junction be made permanent, and Justice 
Chester directed that it continue until the

Packers Lose in Missouri. 


Jefferson City, Mo., June 4.—(Special.}]— 
The Missouri Supreme Court today over- 
ruled the motion to quash information which 
was filed by the beef packers in answer to the 
petition of the Attorney General that the 
Armour Packing company, Armour com- 
pany, Cudahy Packing company, Swift Pack- 
ing company, Hammond Packing company, 
and the Schwarzschild & Sulzberger Pack- 
ing company be barred from doing busi- 
ness in Missouri for violating the anti-trust 
law in combining to fix prices of beef. June 
18 was set as the date for the hearing on the 
third count of the petition charging the 
packers with conspiracy to maintain prices. 

The attorneys today took an unusual pro- 
ceeding in excepting to the action of the 
court in ovefruling the motion to quash. It 
is inferred that the packers intend to carry 
the matter to the, United States Supreme 
Court, as, by excepting to the ruling, they 
perfect the record if such should be their in- 
tention. 

The Schwarzschild & Sulz Packing 
company today pleaded guilty to the first 
two counts of the petition of the Attorney 
General against them and asked that they 
be given the minimum fine of $1,000 for vio- 
lating the State statute in failing to take out 
a license to do business in Missouri and in 
failing to file a copy of their articles of in- 
corporation with the Secretary of State. 
For this failure the court this afternoon 
ousted the packing company from doing busi- 
ness in the State and then suspended the 
order while the company incorporated as a 
domestic corporation, with a capital of $10,- 
000. By so doing the Schwarzschild & 
Sulzberger company is placed upon the same

Said to Be Daughter of a Wealthy Chi-

ERS PREPARE FOR WAR. 


Operators Forced to Concede That 

„ They Cannot Man the Pumps and 

More Engineers Quit, Leaving 

Shafts to Fill with Water—Minor 

‘Disturbances Reported from Many 

Districts—Labor Will Be Imported 
and Battles Are Looked For. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., June 4.—[Special.]—All 
signs point to a speedy end of the passive 
attitude in the great anthracite strike. An 
entire change in the complexion of things 
has taken place within the last twenty-four 


That is one of the two changes that have 
taken placein tof things during that 
Interval. The other is even more significant. 
It amounts to the virtual defeat of the coal 
operators in their attempt to pump out the 
mines with their own employés. Two days 
ago all were confident that, with their clerks 
and bosses and such of their employés as 
would not-obey the order to strike, they could 
keep their pumps going with a minimum of 
imported non-union aid. Today they are 
forced to admit they cannot man their pumps 
and in several instances have given up the 
attempt. : 
Cut Of Town’s Water Supply. 
The most striking example of this is that 
of the Susquehanna Coal company’s mines 
at Nanticoke. On Monday and Tuesday not 
a pumpman or engineer had quit his post, 
and only a part of the firemen. This morn- 
ing the engineers and remaining firemen 
threw up the sponge and said they could not 
work longer. Today not a pump in the Sus- 
quehanna Coal company’s mines at Nanti- 
coke is moving. The tie-up is complete. It 
means the cutting off of the entire water 
supply of Nanticoke, a town of 10,000 inhab- 
itants. The water for the town ‘reservoir 
is pumped by the coal company’s pumps. 
Inroade on the working forces of all the 
mines have been rapid. Systernatic perse- 
cution of non-union men is having its effect. 
This morning John Thomas was dragged 
from a trolley car near Prospect mine and 
thrown into a ereek because he would not 
turn back when on his way to work and go 
home. Half a dosen men in the employ of 
the Lehigh Valley company were forcibly 
prevented from going to work today. 


Plan to Import Labor, 


The operators were averse to importing out- 
side labor. Today's developments have con- 
vinced them this hope was vain. Outside 
labor will be imported. . The present week 
will see the advent of non-unlon men. When 
these men are once here then the war will 
be on in earnest. The mine operators will 
maintain armed camps behind stockades 
wherein the laboring men, will board and 
lodge aintil the war is over. State troops 
will be called for the moment a stockade is 
attacked. 

The night marches have begun. These 
demonstrations are nominally nothing worse 
than horse play antics in derision of men 
who choose to work. But when one of the 
**marches’’ begins no man knows what the 
end will be. 

Women Show Bitterness. 

As is usually the case in these large strikes, 
the bitterness of the women is even greater 
than that of the men. This has resylted in 
a number of women strike demonstrations 
in the vicinity of Wükesbarre within the 
last twenty-four hours, This morning a 
mob of women dragged a man froma trolley 
car. Today the girls in the lace mill de- 
manded that the managers of the mill dismiss 
all the children of men who remained at 
work in deflance of the strike. The man- 
ager of the mill obeyed the order. Women, 
too, were leading spirits in arranging the 
march booked to start from Miners’ mills 
tonight.

Trip Down-Town a Struggle. 

Gotng back to an account of the trip down- 
town in the morning the wagon train left 
the Stock-Yards at 8:30 o'clock. It con- 
sisted of thirty-seven meat wagons, two 
patrol wagons, and two buses filled with 
policemen. A heavy escort of patrolmen, 
commanded by Inspector Nicholas Hunt, 
accompanied it. Traveling east on Root and 
Forty-second streets to Wabash avenue the 
train reached Twenty-second street without 
interference.

At Harrison street one of the Swift wagons 
was overturned, and before the police could 
rescue it the meat had been scattered in 
every direction, men rushing from the sa- 
loons and making away with it.

During the mélée a woman, who gave her 
name as Lizzie Malloy, hurled a stone at 
one of the Swift drivers, which would have 
put him out of business had it struck him.

Sir Edward Bulwer Lytton's The Lady 
of Lyons“ was revived at Powers’ Theater 
last night by a company of players headed by 
Kyrie Bellew and Miss Mary Manneririgz. 
It was an interesting event and attracted 
a large and fashionable audience. The fact 
that Miss Mannering was to introduce her- 
gelf to a Chicago audience for the first time 
in the part of Pauline, a role which has been 
essayed- before her by nearly every great 
actress of England and America during the 
last fifty or sixty years, made the openin 
performance particularly interésti an 
memorable. ; 

The play was written sixty-five years ago 
nd was first produced at Covent Garden, 
aymarket, London, in 1888. Lytton wrote it 

a short time after the failure of The 
uchess de la Valllere, partly to disprove 

the assertion of the critics that he pos- 

gessed no ability for dramatic construction 
and partly to furnish his friend, Macready, 
the manager of Covent Garden, with an at- 
tractive new play. The name of the author 
was kept secret for a long time and was not 
divulged until after the play had firmly es- 
tablished itself in the favor of the British 

At its first performance W. C. Macready 

played the .part ot Claude Meinotte, while 

Helen Faucit, at that time one of London's 

favorite actresses, originated the role of 

Pauline. Sue was praised for her imperson- 

ation of that character, but did not create 

any particular sensation. Sincé then hun- 

dreds of actresses have played Pauline, a 

few exceHNently, a much larger number ac- 

eeptably, and the rest badly. 

Mary Mannering’s Pauline Deschappelles 
does not rank with the powerfully dramatic 
interpretations of that character by Ade- 
laidé Nielson, Fanny Davenport, Mrs. Scott 
Siddons, or Ellen Terry.

One Case Is Serious. N 

At the hospital it was found that Igou's 
condition was serious. It was admitted that 
there were indications he had hydrophobia, 
but the physicians refused to undertake any 
treatment until they knew more about the 
case. This examination is to be made to- 
day, and then the exact status of the cases 
will be known. 

It is nearly three weeks since the mad 
dog which caused all the trouble ran through 
the streets of Ellsworth. It ran into the 
stable of Pearson & Olson, and the latter 
tried to thrust a blanket into its mouth. 
He was badly bitten and the dog turned on 
Mrs. Pearson and her daughter. Olson 
picked up a whip and beat the animal off. 
Children were just leaving school and the 
dog bit three of them. 

Town Voted Olson a Medal. 

At first nobody thought much of the af- 
fair. Then Olson, who had been voted a 
gold medal by the Village Council, became 
ii. After a few hours he developed a case 
of rabies. According to Dr. Lagorio, the 
man was fatally ill before he reached Chi- 
cago and there was small chance of saving 
him. 

None of the persons who came to Chicago 
last night to be treated for the wounds given 
by the dog whose bite killed Olson seemed 
to be worried over the ultimate result. They 
will take the treatment for several days, 
however, and hope that they will escape 
the fate of Olson.

Botha Glad War Is Over. 

General Botha said relative to the termina- 
tion of the war: 

“It is the happiest day of my life since I 
left school.“ 

The Boers do not anticipate the least di- 
culty in bringing in the various commandos. 
The work of returning the men to their 
wives, children, and farms will, however, be 
heavy and difficult, It is impossible to send 
them straight to the veldt. 

It is absolutely necessary at this time of 
the year to have warm shelter, and wooden 
huts have already been ordered from the 

east towns, to be delivered in sections to 
each family. Those who are unable to re- 
turn to their former avocations will be tem- 
porarily supported by the government. 

The question of restocking the farms is 
also under consideration. The main difficul- 
ty is to find wheat and cattle likely to thrive. 
No great difficulty is experienced in regard 
to horses. as the government is able to dis- 
pose of great numbers of remounts. : 


Few Opposed Surrender. 

The ballot of the Boers at Vereeniging re- 
gulted in fifty-four votes in favor of surren- 
der and six against it. 

Preparations are being made here for the 
surrender of the Boer commandos, which 
will take place on the racecourse. All the 
Boers are allowed perfect freedom. 

There will be a thanksgiving service on 
Sunday, June 8, on the church square, in 
which it is hoped the Boers will partici- 


. Baden-Powell is arranging for the 

distribution of mounted constabulary in va- 

rious districts. The police, railroads, and 

telegraphs will be handed over to the civil 

authorities as soon as possible, and the re- 

strictions of martial law will be gradually” 
relaxed. 

The Boer delegates who during the peace 
negotiations were stiff, formal, and unfriend- 
ly, are now extremely cordial.

Boers experienced at meeting Lord Kitchener 
as a friend, adding that they’ had fought so 
long against him that they had ee full 
appreciation of his worth. . 


.., Boers in Jovial Humor. 


The departure of the Boér commanders 
from Vereeniging for their various districts 
was marked by remarkable scenes of frater- 
nization. The trains conveying the Boerg 
started late, and, the night being extremely 
cold, the sentries along the railroad track 
lighted huge bonfires, round which groups 
of Boers and Britons gathered, forming a 
highly picturesque scene. 

Phe late opponents joined in such songs 

_as Hard Times Come Again No More and 
„Old Folks at Home,” the British soldiers 
and the burghers outvieing one another in 
their demonstrations of joy. In brief the 
scenes at the departure of the trains resem- 
bled nothing so much as the starting of huge 
picnic parties. 

The same signs of rejoicing were witnessed 
throughout the Rand. Flags were displayed 
everywhere, and thanksgiving services were 
held in all the towns.

The new crater is a crevasse, running 
north and south and expanding into a bowl. 

This crevasse nearly rifted the mountain; 
it runs transversely to the old crater and 
might be called a huge gash. From it vol- 
canic material has been freely erupted. The 
principal output of the crater, while we 
were there, was steam. The phenomenon was 
limited and was not essentially different 
from that of other volcanoes in action. 


No Lava Flowed from Crater. 


Positive assurance was gained that no 
molten matter has flowed over the lip of 
the new crater. Several observations taken 
with the aneroid barometer showed that the 
height of Mont Pelee has not been changed. 
I agree with Professor Robert T. Hill, the 
geologist of the United States government, 
that Mont Pelee has erupted no lava and 
that there has been no cataclysm or any 
serious topographical! alterations. Nocinder 
cone was visible in the crater; what was 
taken for a cone is 4 pile of ejected rocks. 
Perhaps the bottom of the new crater may 
contain cinder cone, but we could see down 
only about 150 or 200 feet. I believe, how- 
ever, that the crater is much deeper than 


which the pile of rocks in the center of the 
crater is composed; but it seems to be mat- 
ter which has been ejected from the crevasse. 
This pile of rocks has no vent. 

„J think Mont Pelee has freed itself from 
the interior pressure, and that the volcano 
is not Hable to further violent eruption. It 
is not safe, however, to make 
about volcanoes. 


Mont Pelee Holds Record. 


“The eruption of Mont Pelee of May 8 
was unique in that it resulted in the greatest 
destruction of life and property ever known 
by direct agency of a volcano. The phe- 
nomenon of explosion of flaming gases is 
probably new, but a careful study of obser- 
vations is necessary before an opinion can 
be reached, The electrical phenomena are 
also new. For rapidity of action and for 
lives lost Mont Pelee holds thé record among 
volcanoes.

Darwin claimed that all animals, like man, are possessed of the natural lan- 
guage of the emotions expressed in signs and tones and wild animals in flocks are 
social and have an artificial language and some traditional knowledge. The mother 
turkey or hen seeing a kite overhead utters an alarm and her brobd, understanding, 
scurry to cover. Another tone calls them to food, a different to bed beneath her 
wing. The hen teaches the same language to her chicks and to ducklings when 
she may raise them; and hedge-sparrows raised by cuckoos learn the cuckoo 
Rabbits thump on the ground to inform 

their companions in the burrow of approaching danger and domestic dogs have 
a barking language, while wild dogs never bark. The sea-mew on finding a good 
fishing ground utters a certain note always the same—and at once its companions 
rush to its side, like small boys on one discovering a good swimming hole. If one 
is language, why not the other? Birds have spring-tones, summer-tones and au- 
tumn-notes, each seeming to relate to the season. The changing modulations, de- 
pression or elevation of pitch of bird calls are believed to convey ideas; the mating 
call—call to congregate—shriek of alarm—noti¢e of food, etc., all point to a power 
of language among birds, crude though it be. 
it is claimed, the nightingale solaces herself by her song during the long nights 
she is hatching her eggs.

The canary, green bird of the field, 
and oriole chant with fond, sonorous voice, their mates replying in feeble, modest 
strains. Male birds do not, as a rule, search for a mate, but, perched on con- 
spicuous branches, many together, they breathe forth their sweetest melody, and 
the female, hearing, repairs to the spot and chooses her mate, who exercises all 
his powers of voice and plumage to charm. Many battles ensue between rivals.
